When a notorious disregnrd of the public
interests, an established lobby, and an endless
extravagance, have marked the courge of our
Legislatura throughout the session, it is per-
fuctly right that such a body as the Union

insist upon “‘a fair measure of decency, in-
togrity, and economy,'’ and to declare that
every legislator who accepts a bribe ‘“‘insults
the conntry and should receive the exscration
of all good men.’”” When the Controller of the
State officially announees that the present Legis-
lature has inoreased the rate of taxation from

ernment.

ity, of & numler of the Liberals, who voted
with the Government on the oceasion.
Disrgeli’s bill {2 objectionable to that pertion
of the party sincerely deslrous of seeing the
